New Petition Against Germia Pars2cation Futile 


Bulwarked by a 57-page annex, a petition pre- 
pared jointly by nine organizations, Jewish and 
non-Jewish, has been presented to the League of 
Nations with the hope, futile as it is, that inter- 
national action be taken on behalf of groups per- 
secuted by the German Government. 

Following on the Ethiopian fiasco, the new peti- 
tion, even to its signers, must seem to have little 
chance of securing the serious consideration of 
the nations with whom rest real action in a 
question involving the disciplining of a nation as 
powerful as Germany, despite the reported assur- 
ance that a European nation has promised to pre. 
sent the matter forcefully before the League. 
Evidence of this futility is seen in a chapter of 
the annex to the petition which describes the ef- 
forts already made by the League when Germany 
was admittedly a weak nation to secure exactly 
the same action -as is contemplated by the new 
petition, In 1933 the League Council ineffectually 
decided that the system of discriminatory legisla- 
tion against “non-Aryans” was a violation of the 
German obligations in Upper Silesia, and in the 
fall of 1933 the Assembly of the League, in rais- 
ing the question of persecution in Germany, re- 
affirmed its recommendations of 1922 which urged 
that countries not bound by Minorities Treaties 
should nevertheless observe their standard in 
treatment of their minorities. 

Despite, however, the unfortunate reversion of 
the League of Nations to the historical “might is 
right” basis, the petition is certainly a move in 
the right direction, Small as it is, the petition 
still has that one chance in a thousand of arous- 
ing the powerful members of the League, whose 
patience fortunately in this case, has already been 
strained by the Nazi regime. Then, too, the peti- 
tion will rivet once again attention of the public 
on the hapless plight of German minorities, It

must also be taken into consideration that the pe 
tition is the most thoroughly documented protest 
against German Persecution yet prepared. Begin- 
ning with a chapter dealing with the “Precedents 
for International Action to Safeguard Human 
Rights,” the petition continues with the “Interna- 
tional Legal Aspects” of the Nazi policies, and 
concludes finally with a survey of the reasons for 
the need for further action, 

By this time it must be clear to every nation 
except Germany herself that the treatment of mi- 
norities in Germany is no longer a question of 
who is right or wrong, but one of whether the 
persons being denied their freedom and privileges 
are powerful enough’ in their international affilia- 
tions to secure a respectful remonstrance against 
their injury, leading to a readjustment, If, then, 
it is admitted that the Nazis have violated inter- 
national law by 1.—The forced emigration from 
Germany of thousands of individuals and their 
imposition upon the territory of neighboring 
states; 2.—The denationalization of and refusal 
to accord full diplomatic protection to thousands 
of individuals who have thereby been cast state- 
less upon other countries; and 3.—The attempt to 
exercise extraterritorial criminal jurisdiction 
which has taken the form of acts of violence and 
terrorism in the territory of neighboring states: 
and if the League were actually an instrument for 
the safeguarding of the observance of interna- 
tional law as it should be, who would doubt the 
ability of England and France to secure an amelio- 
ration of the plight, of German minorities. But in 
the same trend, who is idealistic enough to be- 
lieve that these two nations would be willing to 
risk an international conflict to safeguard the 
rights of these individuals, especially since they 
are to a large extent, Jews.

Clear Defense Of Jewish 
Position In Holy 
Land 
To the Editor: 

Under the caption “Storm Over 
Palestine” Mr, H, N Brailsford in 
the July 1 issue of the New Re- 
public gave the most logical and 
cogent answer to the doubts which 
recently have been harassing lib- 
erals concerning the Jewish status 
in Palestine, 


Mr. Brailsford is regarded as 
England’s premier publicist. He is 
an outstanding Socialist and a 
ranking member of the British La- 
bor Party. He has visited the 
Holy Land many times and has 
made a first hand study on the 
spot. 

Concerning the économic  up- 
building of Palestine, Mr. Brails- 
ford has this to say: “There is no 
valid economic ground for Arab op- 
position, On tke contrary, the 
Arabs are striking against pros- 
perity, Palestine was in 1919 one 
of the most backward and poverty- 
stricken regions of the East, The 
Jews, bringing capital and science, 
made it even in the years of 
slump, the one corner of our plan- 
et, outside of Soviet Russia, that 
thrives and progresses, They 
brought electricity; they intro- 
duced flourishing industries where. 
industry was unknown; they 
taught such Arabs as would learn 
their own technique of irrigation 
and made available the new breeds 
of plants and animals perfected by 
their research. They drained the 
marshes and fought malaria. Out 
of their taxes the British adminis. 
tration has built roads, railways 
and harbors and provided for the 
Arabs modern schools and hosp!t- 
tals, Unemployment is virtually 
unknown and Arab labor flocks in 
from Syria and Egypt to enjoy 
wages that stand at three times 
the level of those countries.” 


About the charge that in order 
to bring prosperity into the coun- 
try the Jews have deprived the 
Arabs of their own land? To this 
Mr, Brailsford replies: “The read- 
er may recollect Arab propaganda 
to the effect that the Jews are 
driving the Arab peasants off the 
land, Broadly, this charge is un- 
true, The mass of the Jewish im- 
migration goes into industry and 
not onto the land, The really dis- 
tinguished part of the Jewish 
achievement is that sand dunes 
sand marshes, uninhabited and un- 
tilled, have been converted by elec- 
tric pumps into orange: groves and 
wheat fields. In other cases, the 
Jews, by purchasing part of an 
ill utilized Arab estate, provided 
the owner with capital which en- 
abled him to irrigate the rest, and 
so to furnish a better living for a 
much larger number of Arabs than 
the land had formerly nourished. 
One must have seen the mipracles 
that Jewish intelligence and devo- 
tion have wrought, to understand 
what this process means, The fact 
is that the coming of the Jews has 
started a general development 
from dry farming and domestic 
economy by the methods of the 
Bronze Age, to scientific agricul- 
ture by irrigation. for export. This 
barren land can sustain a consid- 
erably larger population both of 
Arabs and Jews, and on its fringes 
there is ample room in the still 
undeveloped Trans-Jordania.” Here 
is as complete an answer as any- 
one could ask for, 

Mr, Brailsford also has a reply 
to the main question which trou- 
bles many people, namely, that of 
the Jewish right to Palestine, 
Those people are asking the fol- 
lowing question: “We admit that 
the Jews have benefitted the Arabs 
and that the Jewish immigration 
has made Palestine prosperous; 
we admit that the Jewish enter- 
prise has contributed enormously

Los Angeles (Spl.)—With Eddie 
Cantor, film star, as a speaker a 
mass meeting at the Wilshire 
Ebell Theater, attended by 1,100 
persons, unanimously demanded 
the investigation of activities of 
William Dudley Pelley, former 
head of the Silver Shirts and now 
leader of the so-called Christian 
Party. 

Cantor asserted that Christians 
and Jews should work side by side 
against the Nazi terror, declaring 
that “Nazism is directed not only 
against the Jews, but also against 
the freedom of everyone.” 

The film star said that he and 
his family have received so many 
threats from Los Angeles Nazis 
that he is now being accompanied 
by a bodyguard wherever he goes. 

Prince Hubertus and Princess 
Helga Loewenstein, self-im- 
pesed exiles from Germany, also 
appeared on the program, 

“The woman in the new Ger- 
many—not the Jewish woman, not 
the Catholic woman, nor. the 
woman in any minority group, but 
the Nazi woman herself—has been 
deprived of every ‘privilegq she 
once had,” the princes told the 
crowd, 

The prince charged that Hitler 
was aiming directly at war, de 
claring that present tactics would 
bring on a war that would be “the 
end of. civilization’ within a year 
or two. 

The meeting was under sponsor- 
ship of the Hollywood League 
Against Nazism. Four persons re- 
ported on a meeting last Satur- 
day night at the German House, 
at which Pelley had declared “The 
time has come for an American 
Hitler and a pogrom!” 

The resolution demanded “im. 
mediate and sweeping investiga- 
tion” of “these criminally subver- 
sive tactics which incite to riot, 
murder and crime.” The resolu- 
tion were addressed to President 
Roosevelt, Attorney General Cum- 
mings and Governor Merriam of 
California,

Frankfurter Attacked By 
Anti-Semitic Pamphlet 


CHICAGO (Spl.) — Editors of 
newspapers throughout the nation 
have been mailed without cost an 
elaborate pamphlet, viciously ma- 
ligning Felix Frankfurter, Har 
vard law professor, and basing its 
attack on Phineas J. Biron’s words 
in his syndicated column in’ The 
Sentinel, AngloJewish publication, 
that Frankfurter is siated for a 
position on the Supreme Court, 

The words taken from The Sen- 
tinel and quoted on the frontis- 
piece of the pamphlet, declare: 
“To Frankfurter, by the way, will 
go the first vacancy on the United 
States Supreme Court, provided 
that this vacancy occurs as the 
result of the resignation of Justice 
Brandeis.” 


Subtly intertwining Frankfurter 
with every alleged menace to the 
government, the pamphlet, which 
was authored by the American 
Vigilante Intelligence Federation, 
435 N. Michigan Avenue, Chicago, 
and 156 Fifth Avenue, New York, 
says: 

“In passing, let us note that his 
antecedents and cultural back- 
ground have been almost wholly 
international and European. His 
patronym suggests that his immed- 
iate ancestry came from the Jud- 
engasse in Frankfurt-am-Main, the 
ghetto which produced Amschel 
Mayer, who founded the banking 
house of Rothschild, and the late 
Jacob Schiff, of the banking firm 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Company, who 
is reputed to have financed the 
Bolshevik Revolution of Lenin 
and Trotzky.” 

At another point the pamphlet 
declared: 


“The period immediately after 
the Armistice, found him definitely 
acting the role of internationalist, 


representing the Zionist organiza- 
ton before the Peace Conference 
in Paris, 1919, urging the estab- 
lishment ‘of a home land for the 


Jews in Palestine, and ‘minority 
representation’ in all governments 
signatory to the Versailles treaty.” 

Documented to make its declara- 


tions appear as authoritative as 
possible, the pamphlet is one of 
the finest specimens of subtle 
anti-Semitic propaganda yet pub- 
lished, In its foreword, the bro- 
chure sets down as one of the 
objects and purposes of the Vigi- 
lantes, “To combat and counter- 
act the insidious work of anti- 
American propagandists, including 
those who have invaded American 
shores in order to belittle the pa- 
triotic efforts of American heroes 
and to tarnish their fair name.”

Power Increased 


DEARBORN, Mich, (Spl.)—Spin- 
‘ning a Ford V-8 steering wheel, 
Henry Ford at 10:30 a, m. today 
started the steam flowing through 
a new turbine generator that 
makes the giant power house of 
the Rouge plant the largest high.

Church Ruins In City Where Stores Seize 


Federationin 
Detroit Gets 
Big Bequest 


DETROIT (Spl.)—Completion of 
important community projects by 
the United Jewish Charities was 
made possible this week by the 
largest individual bequest ever 
made to a Jewish cause here, a 
gift estimated to be more than 
$100,000 from the estate of Miss 
Carrie Sittig Cohen, who died 
here, July 13, 

Miss Cohen, member of a pio- 
neer Detroit family, bequeathed 
the bulk of her estate to the char- 
itable fund. 

The will, which includes a num- 
ber of minor bequests to relatives 
and to Miss Marie S, Walters, who 
had been employed a number of 
years by Miss Cohen, provides for 
the. remainder of the estate to be 
used by the United Jewish Char- 
ities “either to erect a building or 
some necessary addition to a 
building they already have.” It 
provides that this building in ad- 
dition be called the “Simon Cohen 
Family Building,” to be a memori- 


al for Miss Cohen’s farther and 
mother, her two brothers and 
herself, 


Should the estate not be large 
enough’ to erect a “suitable” 
building, the will provides that the 
executors provide five small me- 
morials, each bearing the name of 
one member of the family. 

Fred M. Butzel, vice president of 
the charitable organization, said 
Miss Cohen’s will set a new prece- 
dent in contributions to important
